Tke garrison at Tripoli is a very small one and is not 
equipped with modern weapons of warfare and to resist the 
attack of the Italians is considered foolish. Twelve battieships 
are lying in the harbor with decks cleared for action. For- 
cigners have been instructed to retire to safety in the different 
consulates which will not be fired upon when hostilities com- 
mence . It is reported that Admiral Aubrey, commander of 
the Italian’ fleet, has announced that he will commence sheli- 
ing the city at 2.30 this afternoon if the garrison does not sur- 
render in the meantime. 


TURKEY APPEALS TO POWERS 


Constantinople, Turkey, Sept. 30.—Turkish yovern- 
ment today addressed another appeal to the powers, express- 
ing pained surprise at Italy’s action in declaring war yesterday 
and saying there is still time to prevent disastrous and evil 
effects of war which nothing in the attitude of the Turkish 
empire justifies. 

The porte appeals to the successful humanitarian and 
friendly sentiments of the powers (to essist. in convincing Raly 
of the conciliatory interests of Turkey and so prevent the use-: 
less shedding of blood and grief to thousands of families. The: 
government has asked the United States to take charge of the 
interests of Ottoman.subjects.in_Italy, 

The German ambassador to Turkey, Baron Marschall 
von Bisberstein, notified the porte this morning that Ger- 
many had assumed the protection of Italy’s subjects and in- 
ferests in Turkey. The Italians in Turkey number 50,006. 

It was reported early today that a Turkish warship had 
gone ashore near Tripoli. Late accounts state that the crew

escaped. 

The war office announces measures to make a rule of mar- 
tial Jaw more severe because of public excitement.

Constantinople, Turkey, Sept. 30.—The official. version 
of the engagement off Provesa says an Italian cruiser, accom- 
panied by torpedo boats, attacked two Furkish torpede beat 
destroyers as the latter were leaving Provesa. One of the 
Turkish. vessels found refuge in Provesa harbor, while the 
other was struck by several shells and ran ashore. The crew 


was rescued. 
CABLE LINES OPEN 


Malta, Sept. 30.—Cable lines to Tripoli are open this 
morning, but apparently messages from there are being sup- 
pressed by Italians who are supposed to be in possession. 


RUSSIAN VIEW OF SITUATION 
(Western Associated Press) 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 29.—The Russian official view of 
the war is indicated by the Novoe Vremya, which says: 

“So long as France doesn’t protest it is a matter of in- 
difference to Russia who occupies the North African coast. 
Russia, further has no cause to commiserate. The Young 
Turks, by perturbing the hostile and contemptuous attitude 
towards Russia, sowed the wind and they are now reaping 
the whirlwind.” 


CHASE TURKISH DESTROYERS 


Athens, Sept. 29.—A government despatch from Von- 
itza says that six Turkish torpedo boat destroyers were at- 
tacked and pursued by the Italian squadron cruising off Pre- 
vosa. One was wrecked at Nicpolis and escaped into Pre- 
vosa, and the other into the ofen sea.
